Upwards: of a thoufand men on 
each fide were killed, and at length the: German.re- 
giments were overpowered, The Governor efcaped 
in'time from the fury of the populace. Such was the 
account of the affray in Paris when Lord Elgin left 
it A - no regular ftatement of it had come before the 
pu DIC. 

‘The foreign troops from Lorraine and Alface weré¢ 
faid to be on their march to Paris and Verfailles, 
Martha! Broglio, who is to have the command in the 
ille of France, is known to be a Royalift. The popu- 
lar party, however, have no apprehenfions. The nay 
tional army is in pofleflion of the principal towns ; fa 
that no money can be levied from the people without, 
their concurrence. 

The moft grofs and indecent caricatures are hand- 
ed about oa the King and Queen, and the moit a- 
trocious liberties taken with their chara¢ters. 

The Dake d’Orleans played a politic as well as a 
popular pene in leaning to the Third Eftate: if e- 
ver the claim of fuccetlon to the throne of France 
came to be difputed between his Highnefs and the 
prefent King of Spain, which is far from improbable, 
the intereft of the French commonalty will be found 
of great weight ia the conteft. 

The King of Spain’s late proteft agaiaft any pro- 
ceeding of the States General that may affect his claim 
to the inheritance of the Crown of France by defcent, 
has caufed a fudden coolnefs between the Courts of 
Verfailles and Madrid. 

The French nobility are {till far from appeafed, and 
feemed determined to oppofe, by force of arms, the 
ufurpations of the Commons. They are making ftrong 
appeals to the army to join them in vindicating their 
antient rights and unfullied honour, , 

The news received on Saturday night, by exprefs’ 
from the Duke of Dorfet, is faid to be, that M. Nec 
ker has incurred the King’s difpleafure for having 
advifed him to abandon the refolutions he had taken; - 
and that his Majeity has appointed Marfhal Broglio’ 
Generaliflimo of his forces ; a circumt{tance very unu- 
fual in time of peace. The inference deduced from 
this is, that his Majefty will ufe his utmoft efforts to 
introduce a change in the prefent ftate of his king- 
dom. ‘Thirty thoufand troops are marching from 
Loraine to Paris, which, with thofe in the vicinity, 
are to form a camp of 50,000 men. From many 
concurrent circumftances, there is indeed reafon to 
believe, that the freedom of France, if ever it is efta- 
blithed, will not be fo ealily effeéted as was generally 
fuppofed,
